Father of Warships. 

Sir William White, who has just 
completed his 67th year, has probably 
done more for the world’s navies than 
any man living. For sixteen 
he was Director of Naval Construction, 
during which time he designed more 
than two hundred and fifty battle- 
ships, the building and equipment of 
which represented an outlay of one 
hundred millions sterling. 
ciples of naval architecture laid down 
by him have been followed in every 
shipbuilding yard in the world, and 
his pupils have covered the oceans 
with copies or developments of his 
design. Sir William began his career 
as a shipwright apprentice at Devon- 
port in the early sixties, and was 


appointed to the Admiralty at the age | 


of twenty-two, when Sir Edward Reed 
was Chief Constructor. He remained 
at the Admiralty until 1902, when a 
breakdown in health “caused his re- 
tirement. He once nearly lost his life 
in a submarine.

A BAD SCARE ENDED THE FUN 





The Final Prank on Holliday’s Hill 
Was In a Fair V/ay of Ending Ina 
Tragedy When the Danger Was, by a 
Bit of Good Luck, Narrowly Averted. 


Writing on “Mark Twain” in Har- 
per’s Mugazine, Albert Bigelow Paine 
recounts some of the scrapes of the 
youthful Sam Clemens. Sam was a 
recognized ringleader among his play- 
mates, and one of the pranks they 
pluyed nearly had a fatal termination. 

“One of their Sunday pastimes was 
to cllmb Holliday’s hill and roll down 
big stones to frighten the people who 
were driving to church. MHolliday’s 
hill above the road wus steep. A stone, 
once sturted, would go plunging and 
leaping down and bound across the 
road with the deadly swiftness of a 
twelve inch shell. The boys would get 
a stone poised, then wait until they 
saw a team approaching and, calcu- 
Inting the distance, would give it a 
start. Dropping down behind the bush- 
es, they would watch the dramatic ef- 
fect upon the churchgoers as the great 
missile shot across the road a few 
yards before then. 

“This was Homeric sport, but they 
carried it too far. Stones that had a 
habit of getting loose so numerously 
on Sundays and so rarely on other 
days invited suspicion, and the ‘pat- 
terollers’—river patrol, a kind of police 
of those days—were put on the watch. 
So the boys found other diversions un- 
til the patterollers did not watch any 
more. Then they planned a grand 
coup that should eclipse anything be- 
fore attempted in the stone rolling 
line. 

“A rock about the size of an omnibus 
was lying up there in a good position 
to go downhill, once started. They de- 
cided it would be a glorious thing to 
see that great bowlder go smashing 

own a hundred yards or so in front 
of some unsuspecting and peaceful 
minded churechgoer. Quarrymen were 
getting out rock not far away and left 
their picks and shovels over Sundays. 
The boys borrowed these and went to 
work to undermine the big stone. It 
was a heavier job than they had count- 
ed on, but they worked faithfully Sun- 
day after Sunday. If their parents 
had wanted them to work like that 
they would have thought they were be- 
ing killed. 

“Finally one Sunday while they were 
digging it suddenly got loose and start- 
ed down. They were not quite ready 
for it. Nobody was coming but an old 
colored man in a cart, so it was going 
to be wasted. It was not quite wast- 
ed, however. They had planned fora 
thrilling result, and there was thrill 
enough while it lasted. In the first 
place, the stone nearly caught Will 
Bowen when it started. John Briggs 
had just_that moment quit digging 
und handed Will the pick.

Reports were received from a large 
wanker of farmers, of Whom twenty- 
tive were able to give definite figures 
on yields on drained and undrained 
land. Three of the number said they 
saw no difference, but all the others 
reported increases. Eleven counties 
were represented in the reports, from 
Durham in the East to Essex in the 
West. The value of increases, includ-} 
ing straw, was figured at October 1911 
prices, and March 1912 prices. The 
former showed an average of $15.97 
yer acre and the latter $17.04, and 
both together an average of $16.50. 
The three who reported no increase 
were counted in obtaining the aver- 
ages.

Upon Countess Potocka., 

We waited rather long, and it must 
be acknowledged our curiosity was not 
unmingled with fright. Of a sudden 
the silence was broken by a swift ru: 
mor, the wings of the door opened 
noisily, and M. de Talleyrand advanc- 
ed, with a loud and intelligible voice 
uttering the magic word that made the 
world tremble, “The emperor.” f{mme- 
diately Napoleon made his appearance 
and halted for a minute as if to be 
admired. 

So many portraits exist of this aston- 
ishing man, his history has been so 
much written about, all the stories told 
by the children of his old soldiers will 
live so long, that the generations to 
come will know him almost as well as 
ourselves. But what will be difficult 
to grasp is how deep and unexpected 
the impression was which those felt 
who saw him for the first time. 

As for me, I experienced a sort of 
stupor, a mute surprise, like that 
which seizes one at the aspect of a 
prodigy.

The only thought I could 
frame when I recovered from this first 
shock was that such a being could not 
possibly die; that such a mighty organ: 
ization, such a stupendous genius,

The Pulse Watch, 

Among the ingenious devices for the 
physician may be mentioned a watch 
constructed on the “stop” principle 
whereby the number of pulse beats per 
minute may be indicated. A push but: 
ton is pressed at the beginning of the 
count and again at the twentieth pul- 
sation, when the number of beats per 
minute is shown on a dial without the 
necessity for calculation. Still another 
push on the button brings the counter 
back to the starting point. In the ordi- 
nary method of taking the pulse the 
observer is obliged to do two things at 
the same time—count the beats and 
keep his eye on the second hand of his 
watch. With the pulse watch only one 
operation is necessary, the counting of 
the pulsation up to twenty, when the 
push button is pressed.—“"“-— ~~~

Considerable ship- 
inents of soy bean oil were also made 
in 1910 from Kobe, Jupan, to the Unit- 
ed States.

Orchard and Garden Notes. | 


Early cabbage, lettuce and cauliflow- 
er are sown in the north in hotbeds 
nny time from the latter part of Jann- 
ary to the Ist of March. Sowing early - 
in February is preferred by most grow- 
ers, although excellent results may be 
secured by later sowings if the frames 
are handled properly. 

It usually takes nearly a week to get 
the manure ready for the pit, and from 
four days to a week is generally re- 
quired for the temperature to drop in 
the frame sufficiently to make sowing 
sufe. The reader will thus understand 
that the manure for the hotbeds should 
be stacked about two weeks before he 
intends to sow. ' 
While flats are not used by many 





gardeners there are strong points in 


their favor. It is more convenient to 
sow in flats in a warm, comfortable 
room, carrying the flats to the hotbed 
or cold frame after sowing or planting 
and perhaps watering, although water- 
ing is more frequently attended to in
